ILLNESSES OF THE AFRICAN 


VIOLET

jare not going to dwell on these 
except to state once again that 
the African Violet must have 
the following things to be 
healthy; good drainage, aerated 
soil, slightly on the acid side, 
regular feedings, dust-free 
leaves, a small amount of sun- 
shine, or indirect sunlight, and 
left in the same place most of 
the time, except to move from 
a window sill in cold weather, 
to keep a draft from chilling. - 
‘There are two insects that will 
ruin your violets, if not gotten 
rid of in time. These are the 
cyclamen mite and the mealy- 
bug. The cyclamen mite is so 


times, a week apart, then once 
a month. 

Even if the pest is eradicated, 
it may be two months before the 
leaves become normal and 
healthy looking. 

To kill mealy-bug, take a 
toothpick, wrap end with cot- 
ton, and dip in rubbing alcohol, 
touching each little "white pow- 
der puff." This should be done 
once a week. Don't forget to 
look on the under side of the 
leaf. 

The next most serious trouble 
is nematodes, or root-knot, This 
illness is recognized by the 
leaves becoming pale and dull- 
looking. The outer leaves will
